TUCSON SUNNYSIDE .. . The Blue Devils 

should set the standard in the AAA ranks this 

season, with electrifying Fred Sims (see cover) 
showing the way. During a remarkable junior campaign, 
Sims merely scampered for 1440 yards and over eight 
yards per carry. He grabbed All-City and First Team All- 
State honors for his efforts and there should be no stop- 
ping him in ’80. Sims figures to close out his prep career 
in grand style, utilizing his great running instincts, good 
size (5-10,205) and 4.6 speed to the utmost. But as good as 
he is, Sims is far from the whole story at Sunnyside. 
Coach Paul Petty (who sports a 113-62-6 career mark) has 
a bevy of dependable players, many of whom have ex- 
cellent credentials. Senior Mike Bracamonte, a 5-11, 185- 
pounder with 4.7 speed, returns in the secondary, where 
he garnered numerous awards last year, in addition to 
his nine interceptions and 11 more deflections. There's a 
good chance that Blue Devil fans will also see 
Bracamonte team with Sims in the offensive backfield. 
Tough Glen Duran (5-10,170,sr) is a valuable performer 
at noseguard, but he can play just about anywhere. The 
remainder of the roster shows outstanding size, especial- 
ly in the form of linemen Jesse Leinard (6-4,295) and 
David Valenzuela (6-0,240). Petty and crew will even 
have the services of Ken Holt, the younger brother of 
former University of Arizona gridder Harry Holt. The 
younger Holt is a transfer from Texas who is a fine 
athlete with size (6-4,195). He'll be a welcome addition. 
The upcoming season should really be something special 
for this Sunnyside unit, as they move into a new stadium 
with a wealth of talent. 


MESA MOUNTAIN VIEW ... Highly regarded 

head coach Jesse Parker usually fields a very 

highly regarded team and this year is no excep- 
tion. The Toros streaked past ten straight opponents, 
winning the '79 Central Division A League championship 
in the process. However, in the first round of the 
playoffs, Mountain View lost a tight decision to rival 
Mesa, thereby ending their hopes to repeat as AAA 
champs. But this is a new year and the Toros are raring to 
go. “We expect to have an excellent football team - 
though smaller than last year and more inexperienced,” 
says Parker. Yet this year’s edition appears to have 
quickness and depth, plus that ever-important tradition. 
Parker’s signal caller should be senior John Coleman (5- 
10,170), who can also double in the secondary. He started 
nine games at quarterback and five more at defensive 
back last fall. One of his main targets will be wingback 
Kevin Van Norman, a 5-9, 160-pound senior with good 
hands. Others to watch are nals Jeff Roberts (6-3,215), 
center Mark Lerdall (5-10,180), guard Mike Bryant (5- 
11,180) and tackle Pat Bailey (5-11,185) along the line; 
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Sunnyside’s Fred Sims galloped for 1,440 yards in 1979, best ever 
by a Blue Devil back.

while quarterback Jim Buranti (5-8,155), fullback Mike 
Edison (5-10,180) and halfback David Hoopes (5-9,170) 
will work at the skill positions. 


TEMPE McCLINTOCK ... “We have the potential 

to be the best team in the state,” says veteran 

coach Karl Kiefer. Of course, that would be 
nothing new for the Chargers, who compiled the best 
AAA football record in the state over the past decade. 
And with six starters back on offense and another half 
dozen back from the defensive unit, there’s ample 
reason for optimism. Watch for senior Jim Fossenkemper 
at quarterback and the likes of Mike Arthur and Terry 
Payne at the running backs. The receiving chores should 
fall into the capable hands of Kelly Greer (5-7,150,WR), 
James Sosinski (6-2,180,WR) and Mike Griffith (6- 
1,180,TE). Meanwhile, Jeff Case, Ken Ivory, Tim Judge 
(6-3,210), Chris Rosner, Jon Warren and Richard Young 
will provide the backbone of the interior line. McClin- 
tock’s linebackers should be super, thanks to the perfor- 
mances of Chuck Abbadessa (5-6,160), Dick Baniszewski 
(5-10,170), Todd French (6-3,215), Greg Land (6-4,185), 
Tad Thomas (5-5, 150) and Tim Whitlock (5-11,175). Not to 
be outdone is the secondary, which boosts the skills of a 
trio of seniors - Danny Hinds, Mike Popkins and Charlie 
Marshall. The Chargers uncharacteristically missed the 
playoffs last season with a 6-3-1 mark. We'd be very sur- 
prised if they don’t battle back into the championship 
picture this time. 
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With these 20 returning lettermen, McClintock seems well on its 
way to matching their winning performance during the Seventies 
— best in the AAA ranks. 


titlists, the '80 Panthers have a tough act to follow. 

Fortunately for Amphi fans, several key 
returnees are still available from last season's 13-0 
squad. Foremost among the veterans are five seniors and 
a junior.

He'll get a big hand from 
the likes of JV graduate Jim Guymon (6-4,250), a tough 
junior who could turn into a blue chipper. One of the 
beneficiaries of the efforts of Boden, Guymon and the 
others along the line will definitely be a quick scatback 
named Pete Nickerson, who has reasonable size (5- 
10,175) and 4.6 speed. His elusive running style also 
makes him a dynamite punt returner. Nickerson’s run- 
ning mate is fellow senior Don Conant (5-10,170). The 
field general is a fine passer with good leadership 
qualities; that would be Rich Ayott (5-9,165). Maryvale 
looks like the favorite in the new Metro Division.

MESA WESTWOOD ... Speaking of favorites, the 

Warriors are precisely that in the B League of the 

Central Division. And ets Loper's group could 
provide a stiff challenge for all the marbles by season's 
end. Stalwart performances are anticipated from backs 
Joe Wagner (6-0,200), Marlow Crandall (6-1,170), Paul 
Butler (5-9,170), Chris Hunt (5-9,170), David Whitlock (5- 
11,185) and Jeff Stetson (5-10,165). All are seniors; Cran- 
dall will be the quarterback. Another key figure is 6-0, 
200-pound Curt Harris, who starts at both offensive 
guard and at defensive tackle. He has strength and 
quickness, as well as a good head on his shoulders. Also 
lending support in and around the line will be tackle Jeff 
Carter (6-1,190), center Bill Udall (5-11,170) and 
linebacker Mark Richardson (6-0,190). In all, eight starters 
return from a team that polished off nine of 12 foes last 
season. It won't be easy with toughies like Coronado, 
Tempe and Saguaro forcing the issue, but this club will 
very likely finish on top in the realigned B League.

set of running backs will once again be the focal 

point of the Bruins. As this team heads into their 
first year of competition in the new Metro Division, 
veteran Rick Pickett (5-10,175) and transfer Melvin 
Howard (6-3,200) could both crack the 1000-yard barrier 
for coach Bill Mitton. After all, Pickett stepped in last 
year and produced over 700 yards in just seven games, 
while Howard slashed for over 1000 steps for a highly 
regarded high school in Alabama. Also back from the '79 
Trevor Browne playoff crew that prevailed in ten of 12 
matches is Alan Head, a 5-9, 170-pound senior with the 
inside track for the quarterback spot. Stalwarts in the in- 
terior line are tackles LarryParker (6-4,210) and Brian 
Spurlock (6-3,205), plus guards Bill Morton (6-3,195) and 
Will Sitton (6-2,215). On the defensive front, five 
youngsters in particular are slated for starting duty. Ken 
Mills (6-0,205) and Mike Loya (5-11,185) are solid 
bookends for the line. Backing them up at the linebacker 
posts are senior David Smith (5-11,175) and standout 
junior Darrin Tupper (5-11,195). In the secondary, steady 
Randy Simmers (5-11,175) is tops. 


MESA . .. Even though Mesa finished with a so-so 

8-6 slate in '79, we all know what a string of vic- 

tories the Jackrabbits put together in the playoffs 
before bowing to Amphitheater in the finals. Head man 
Ben Arredondo describes the upcoming football cam- 
paign as a total rebuilding year, one in which he'll open 
the offense up and throw the pigskin around a little 
more. Only one regular on offense and one on defense 
return, but the Jackrabbits still should be highly com- 
petitive. Seniors Gary Akers (5-10,170), Alex Contreras 
(6-0,175) and Kevin Kotsur (6-2,220) will set up shop in 
the backfield, while David McNamara (6-1,170) and 
Mike Hodges (6-1,175) will do likewise in the secondary. 
Doug Davis (6-1,200) certainly is a capable lineman and 
is being counted upon to pace his younger counterparts. 
It's highly possible this team could finish third in league 
and still be among the best in the state. 


TUCSON SAHUARO ... Skip Peete and 

Rocky Roggeman lead a group of 12 returning 

starters for head Cougar coach Virg Stan. 
Peete is a great all-around athlete who has compiled 
some sparkling stats in his days at Sahuaro. He gathered 
in 19 receptions last year from his wide receiver slot, 
good for over 300 yards and four scores. On the other side 
of the line of scrimmage, this youngster swiped five 
throws and participated in 50 tackles as a tough-to-beat 
safety. Finally, he contributed an average of 41.0 yards 
per kick for 30 punts to keep the opposition off balance in 
that area too. However, Roggeman wasn't standing idly by. 
Stan calls his middle linebacker “potentially as good as

The 6-1, 218-pound Roggeman merely averaged 16 stops a 
game as a junior, in addition to his six fumble recoveries 
and three interceptions. The defensive tackle tandem of 
Bill Miller (6-0,210) and Brian Koch (6-4,215) has proven 
very effective in smothering enemy offensive attacks, 
while tenacious tailback Scott McMurrey (5-10,175) is the 
chief ground threat for the Cougars. Graduation claimed 
the outstanding passing combination of Mark Mistler to 
Jay Dobyns, but Sahuaro could easily approach last 
year's 8-2 ledger. 


GILBERT ... The Tigers can hold the heads 

high, since they have a first and two seconds 

in the last three grid years. Under the 
guidance of head mentor Dan Dunn, Gilbert appears 
ready to lock horns with defending AA champ Gerard in 
a rugged battle for league and state honors. Corona del 
Sol should also play a role, but if Gilbert is to emerge as 
Arizona’s best in the AA ranks, you can bet tackles John 
Rohde (6-5,230,sr) and Rick Bunch (6-2,215,jr) will con- 
tribute heavily. These two will combine with a number 
of younger linemen to provide protection for quarter- 
back Joe Stark (5-9,145) and running room for halfback 
Robert Rutledge (6-2,170). Meanwhile, veteran split end 
Gene Valocchi (6-0,160) could give enemy defensive 
backs a year-long headache. Overall, Gilbert has a fairly 
young squad, but the potential is there for another high 
finish. 


SCOTTSDALE CORONADO... Only a cou- 

ple of starters from last fall's 7-2-1 crew were 

not claimed by graduation; everyone else is 
gone, But the picture isn’t bleak at all for coach Tom 
Dahl, who intends to make the most of his young squad. 
The '80 Dons offer an efficient group of skill players, 
namely tailback Scott Bucher, tight end Jeff Thibault and 
split receiver John Cocci. Bucher is a player with a big 
future. As a sophomore who earned a starting spot late in 
the season, this 6-0, 185-pounder churned out 636 yards 
on just over 100 carries for six TD's. Bucher has 
demonstrated a particular knack for hitting the open 
hole. Meanwhile, teammates Thibault and Cocci 
specialize in catching the football. We expect this 
Coronado unit to move the ball offensively, though there 
are a few questions on defense. 


MOON VALLEY ... The Rockets are general- 
ly regarded as the second best Skyline Divi- 
sion gridiron group, but that could easily 


change. Back from Earl (Tiny) Putman’s 7-3-1 team are a 
trio of super players and the backbone of a solid, playoff-

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contending bunch. Scatback Darryl Walker will be near 
the top of the statistics in rushing yardage, barring in- 
jury. He’s like money in the bank. Another good one is 
quarterback Troy Lawton, who at 6-0 and 165 pounds will 
set the tone when the Rockets have the ball. Moon Valley 
might just have a second Newsome in the line who can 
knock heads with the best of 'em. Mike Newsome, the 
younger brother of standout offensive tackle Earl New- 
some, will do his best to fill the void caused by his 
brother's graduation. The stickout of the defensive unit is 
definitely all-stater John Heffron, a 6-0, 175-pound ball of 
fire. There are some unproven youngsters in the 
trenches, but offensive guard Dwight Behrens (5-11,190) 
is counted upon to provide a steadying influence. 


PHOENIX THUNDERBIRD ... The Chiefs 
] 4 are another Skyline contender with some 

rebuilding to do, but with lots of momentum 
in the right direction. The Mike Clark-coached Chiefs 
raced to a nifty 8-1-1 mark last year and several stalwarts 
are back from that club. The offensive backfield will 
feature quarterback Rick Huber (6-3,205), in addition to 
the running back pair of Don Tracy (6-0,180) and Tim 
Petros (5-9,180). Tracy has the best statistics, having rush- 
ed for 650 yards as a junior. Senior defensive end Glenn 
Marion (6-0,180) registered 15 sacks last time around, so 
he figures to make some big stops this campaign too. Also 
leading the defense will be tackle Jeff Brown (6-2,205) 
and linebacker Jeff Howe (5-9,180), while Huber should 
see action at a defensive end position. Thunderbird's 
record may not be quite as good as it was a year ago, but 
no one is taking the Chiefs lightly. 


SCOTTSDALE ... Possibly the number one 

darkhorse to sneak in and do some real 

damage in the upcoming drive for the AAA 
crown. The Beavers have 25 returning lettermen back 
from a group that finished 6-3-1 in '79. Included among 
that bunch are two outstanding quarterbacks and 14 
starters in all. The top athlete on the Scottsdale roster is 
undoubtedly Randy Hayes. A definite all-state can- 
didate, the 6-2, 185-pound Hayes will be the key man, 
wherever he plays.
